Russell Carmichael, 23, of New- 
ton, is free on $23,000 bond, after 
having been found guilty on three 
counts Tuesday, of illegal posses- 
sion of US Postal Money Orders, 
He was sentenced to the Billerica 
House of Correction for two years 
on each count, to be served con- 
currently, and is free on bail pend- 
ing appeal to’the Middlesex Super 
for Court, 

Carmichael was also boundover 
to the Middlesex Grand Jury on 
other charges, having to do with 
armed robbery. 

Postal Clerks Walter Strem and 
Sidney Kaiser, of the Wilmington 
Post Office, testified that some of 
the money orders, shown in evi- 
dence, were taken from the Wil- 
mington Post Office on May 21st, 

Carmichael’s wife, Carol Ann, 
23, also charged with three counts 
of possessing stolen money orders, 
was also found guilty, She was 
fined $100, It had been suggested 
by the prosecutor that she be put 
on probation for twoyears, because 
of her condition, When her attorney 
indicated that the case was to be 
appealed to the Superior Court the 
sentencing had to be determined, 
Her attorney will appeal the case, 

Mr and Mrs Carmichael were 
two of six persons to appear before 
Justice Julian L Yancey, on various 
and related charges having to do 
with burglary in the night time and 
armed robbery, All defendants en- 
tered pleas ofnot guilty except one, 
who waived a hearing. 

The four other defendants will 
face Grand Jury action, as will 
Carmichael,

The Woman Who Hated Dogs 


95 Middlesex Avenue is the ad- 
dress of an ordinary looking house 
~ ‘yet it was at this address, many 
years ago, that the packaged seed 
industry was started, by Miss Sa- 
bra Carter, 

The daughter of Timothy Carter 
She was probably born in a house 
that stood on Nichols Street near 
the railroad, and was one of the 
first in this country to burn down 
‘from the sparks’ of a locomotive 
back in 1837, 

She was born in 1821, and lived 
at the Middlesex Ave address for 
more than forty years before her 
death in 1893, 

Many of the people in the va- 
rious Carter Families in Wilming- 
ton have had their eccentricities, 
but Sabra was one who made some 
of them pay off, for she started 
packaging flower seeds for friends 
and built it into a fine business, 
believed to be the first commer- 
cial seed-packet business in the 
United States, 

Her business prospered so 
well that she added to her home 
seyeral times, and after her death 
when it was sold at auction, the 
house Was divided into three parts 
- two of which stand today at the 
Main Street end of Middlesex Ave, 
opposite Weinberg’s Department 
Store, 

Sabra was a common name in 
those days, and she should not be 
confused with the Sabra D J Car- 
ter who founded the Carter Lec- 
tures in Wilmington, 

Sabra’s mother, it is reported, 
was the person who gave to the 
Town of Wilmington what is now 
Wilmington Common, although 
there are other stories on this 
same subject, but it was Sabra 
who gave the town the Town Clock 
in the steeple of the Congrega~ 
tional Church, 

Sabra was a student oflanguages 
and had a fairly good command 
of French, and a good knowledge 
of both Latin and Greek, but she 
went abroad only once, when she 
she was about 70 years old, to 
spend three months in France 
and Switzerland, 

It was when she returned that 
She set the town agog, by a pro- 
posal to set up some trust funds 
= proposals which the town accep- 
ted, and then later rejected, 

For Sabra hated three things 
dogs, tobacco and liquor, and in 
addition, as a good sharp business 
woman she wanted to drive good 
sharp bargains, - bargains which 
the town felt were not needed, 

Sabra owned 10 shares of a 
company known as the Lombard 
Investment Company, another

Bank of Kansas, which she pro- 
posed to give to the town, The 
value was about $5000. 


In return the town was to spend 
the income on a number of items, 

The Lombard income was to be 
spent in painting the homes of the 
townspeople, as needed - 

Except - no one who owned a 
dog, or had owned one for the 
past two years could apply, Nei- 
ther could a person apply if he 
had ever used tobacco, and fur~ 
thermore, he must be a member 
of a temperance society. 

The income from the Denver 
Electric Light was to be used 
one half for providing scientific 
works and travel books for the pub- 
Me lbrary and the other half for 


public lectures on the same sub- 
jects - but the lectures must be 
on a Wednesday afternoon, 

The Howard State Bank income 
was to be divided into 8 parts, 
Two parts were for renovating 
cemetery stones, one for keeping 
the Carter graveyard In good con- 
dition, 2 for planting trees by the 
wayside, and three for buying set- 
tees which would be set by the 
wayside for travellers touse while 
resting. 

‘The town voted, in annual town 
meeting, to accept the offer, but 
one month later, the Selectmen 
voted unanimously to reject it, 

Henry Blanchard, who was the 
Chairman of the Board, said that 
Sabra had drawn up a legal docu- 
ment that tied the town up in knots 
and guaranteed safe keeping of the 
money with no benefit to the town, 

There was, of course, a lot of 
excitement, and the Boston papers 
reported on the business with some 
amusement, but Sabra’s money was 
not accepted, 

Sabra died a few years later, 
and she saw to it that her baly

The contest alleged that she 
was insane, but judge did not so 
rule, He sald she was just a 
‘queer character’, 

The executors found that it would 
be impossible to keep to the pro- 
visions of her will, and thus ac- 
complished the same purpose, 
They sold the house and all of 
her belongings at public auction, 
and probably divided the estate 
as they had been planning anyway.

Congress has voted todouble the 
money available for buying land for 
new national parks and other state 
and federal recreation areas, 

New amendments tothe Landand 
Water Conservation Fund Act of 
1965 bring total revenues up to 
$200 million a year for the next 
five years,..twice the amount that 
the Fund had been receiving from 
its existing sources of revenue, 

The new legislation also includes 
sections intended to combat the 
rapid escalation of land prices. 
One provision gives the govern-
